European Corn Borer C ontrol 
European corn borers took a toll 
of more th an 85 million bushels from 
field corn in the United States last 
>enr, according to estimates just re ­ 
leased bv the D epartm ent of Agri­ 
culture, This represents an increase 
of approxim ately IOO per cent over 
1047 rnvaces by the sam e pest. In 
value the 1D48 loss tops $102,000,000, 
Of course, dam ages to sweet corn in 
truck 
growing regions and 
home 
gardens arc not included in these 
figures, It should, however, be re ­ 
mem bered th a t sweet corn is often 
more severely attacked by the stalk 
borer th an field corn. 
Two ren eral facts dem and e m p h a ­ 
sis at this time of the year in order 
to develop concerted control efforts. 
First complete exterm ination of the 
European corn borer is no longer 
deemed pos-sble 
iNext, since q u o r­ 
um inc m easures have proved som e­ 
what useless in preventing its spread, 
growers, gardeners with a few rows 
of sweet corn as well as farm ers 
with large acreages of field corn, m ust 
adopt and practice more stringent 
prevention m ethods in m eeting the 
growing m enaces of thus enemy. To 
these ends certain facts should be 
studied carefully 
T he corn borer lives over winter in 
t!ie larval or worm stage inside the 
corn stalk it infested in late sum m er 
and fall 
In m any instances ‘ over­ 
flow'' borers from gardens and fields 
are found hibernating over winter in 
i.i r;. ♦ * - talked weeds and flowers. 
T he borer transform s into a p u p a 
in April and early May, emerging 
anyw here from late May until late 
Ju n e as an epv-laying moth, the time 
of em ergence dejrending on w hether 
there are one or more broods each 
summ er, 
And while spraying corn plant# 
with DDT or derris <rotenone> just 
before borer eggs hatch will afford 
a fair degree of control, {'rowers find 
their most effective opportunity of 
w arfare in destroying the infested 
stalks before the borer transform s 
into a pupa or moth. 
T here are four main ways to de- 
i stroy borers in infested corn stalks; 
I* Burning; c2* Chopping fine tor 
silage or other type of feeding; <3» 
Feeding to livestock so stalks will be* 


in a large, deep container with w ater 
reaching about halfway up the soil 
level. W hen th e .surface has be­ 
come evenly moist, remove the pot 
from the w ater and left it drain for
